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BORAH, ROUNDER FOR REACTION

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There is Borah. What a pitiful exhibition he has 
made of himself as the same type of rounder for reac- 
tion, that he always has proved himself to be in the 
past. Just now he is hibernating, during a pre-election 
lull, most probably all set to come out, at the psycho- 
logical moment, for Landon for president, in order 
that such political influence, as he may still be able to 
wield, may be utilized to heip round up votes for the 
man, whom the most pronounced elements for reac- 
tion, have united on in a well organized and well 
financed movement to defeat President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt for re-election. 

Although Borah has always been painted and 
pictured before the gullible public, both as a progres- 
sive and friend of organized labor, when it has come 
to real tests he has time and time again clearly 
demonstrated that when it came to a show-down he 
was willing to line up with the enemies of labor on 
most vital occasions. 

It was Borah, who prosecuted Moyer, Haywood | 
and Pettibone and did his utmost to convict them of 
a murder, which a detective on the witness stand ad- 
mitted he had committed and for the commission of 
which he eventually was given a life sentence. It was 
in this case that Borah made his first bid for national 
fame and that time his performance was decidedly 
for plutocracy endeavoring to crucify labor but was 
defeated in that effort by Clarence Darrow’s in-. 
vincible logic and eloquence. 

Later Borah crashed into national politics. In’ 
congress he occasionally lined up with the progres- 
sives and for this reason he was usually given credit 
for being a progressive and during the days of pro- 
hibition played the dry side of that vote-getting issue 
for all it was worth, but when it came to national elec- 
tions he always lined up as a regular, no matter how 
reactionary the candidate might be. In 1916 he was 
for Hughes against Woodrow Wilson. In 1920 he 
was for Harding. In 1924, when a real progressive, R. | 
M. LaFollette, Sr., was an independent candidate for 
president Borah was giving his support to Coolidge. 
Likewise in 1928 he was stumping the country for 
Hoover. | 

In the recent republican convention Borah was 
supposed to be leading the progressive forces of the 
republican party. The way he led them was to steer'| 
straight for the Landon band wagon by withdrawing 
in Landon’s favor, without giving his supporters a/| 
chance to vote for him. | 

Real and sincere progressives in and out of the 
convention were perturbed over such conduct and 
quite a murmur of disapproval swept the progressive 
camps throughout the country, but Borah was simply 
running true to form. He continued to talk progres- 
sivism but lined up with reaction in the convention. 
That is what he has always done and nobody, who has 
followed his career, expects him to do anything else. 
than to use what little influence he still may enjoy 
with progressive-minded people to again misdirect 
them into supporting Landon, the choice of reaction, | 
as against President Roosevelt. 

Borah’s job in national politics seems always to! 
have been to have served the function of using his 
supposed yrogressivism to help round up votes for the | 
candidates of reaction. As such a rounder of mis-| 
guided voters, who had confidence in him, Borah is | 
credited with having given invaluable aid in putting 
over the national political frame-up of reaction. In 
little skirmishes every now and then Borah frequently 
has posed as a progressive, but whenever a major 
battle was on this voice from Idaho was almost always 
raised to cheer the forces of reaction. 

This is Borah’s actual record and that he should 
be judged and measured by instead of by anything!

The Norris-LaGuardia act was 
|enacted by the congress of the | 
United States in response to an 


‘appeal made by the American Fed- 
; eration of Labor. It provides a par- 
tial remedy for the abuse of the 
writ of injunction which was prac- 
'ticed by some federal courts. It 
defines and limits the jurisdiction 
of the federal courts in the issuance 
of injunctions in labor disputes. 

It is the opinion of labor that 
similar legislation should be en- 
|acted by the states applicable to 
state courts. We respectfully rec- 
ommend, therefore, that your com- 
mittee include in its platform a 
| declaration in favor of the enact- 
}ment of anti-injunction legislation 
| similar to the Norris-LaGuardia act 
| by the state legislatures at. the 
earliest date possible. 

More Adequate Compensation 

Legislation 

It is quite clear and certain that 
compensation legislation designed . 
to protect and care for government 
workers when they become injured, 
and the dependents of those who 
are killed, is inadequate. We hold 
that the federal statute providing 
for compensation to injured gov- 
!ernment workers should be made 
more liberal. Furthermore, _ it 
should include occupational  dis- 
eases so that federal employes sub- 
| ject to the provisions of this social 
justice legislation who suffer from 
injury, and those who are the de- 
| pendents of those killed, as well as 
| those who suffer from occupational 
diseases, may be adequately com- 
pensated. 

Protection for Federal Employes 

We urge that your platform de- 
| clare in favor of the maintenance | 
of high, decent wage standards for 
emploves of the ‘federal govern- 
;ment and that civilian government 
;employes be equitably and _ satis- 
factorily classified under civil ser- 
vice regulations. | 
| The devotion of labor to. eivil

That question has 
caused the writer no end «of 


thought and considerable study to 
find out if we really did know 
the potent power we possess in 
that simple inanimate sign that 
we see so often advertised and so 
little used by the manufacturer. 
That question has led to a line of 
reasoning that convinced me that 
we do not understand the power 
that we possess, otherwise we 
would make better use of it than! 
we do, and its value would increase 
more and more as we learned to 
understand it better. 

Coming in contact as I do with 
many of the merchants of the city 
and continually asking the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Why do you not stock union 
label goods?” the answer invar- 
iably is, ‘‘What’s the use, the union 
man won't ask for them, so why 
stock them?” For instance, as in 
the case with tobacco, cigarettes 
and cigars, it has been my personal 
experience as I stood at cigar 
counters and bars in saloons, to see 
men with a series of union but- 
tons on their hat-bands ask for a 
non-union product when there 
have been on display in plain 
sight several brands of union made 


cigars and cigarettes selling for 
the same prices and any one of! 


them equal in quality to the brands | 
made under non-union conditions. 
When asked why they didn’t buy 
union made products the answer in 
nine cases out of ten is that they 
don’t like the taste of them. I'jl 
wager that should these same men 
be out on a trip away from thers 
favorite brand and the other fel-| 
low had a supply of the union 
brands, that each and every one of 
them would smoke eall day long 
and never once complain of the 
brand. It strikes me, therefore, 
that it is not a matter of taste but 
of ignorance and_ thoughtlessness 
on the part of the worker which 
calls for a more intensive program 
of education on the part of the la- 
bor movement. 

It has been aptly said that “ig- 
norance is bliss, when 'tis folly to| 
be wise,” but in the case of the! 
workers that bliss is costly and 
dangerous, for it helps to rob him 
of his birthright to a share in that 
which he produces, and if we do

EQUAL RIGHTS MEASURE 
IS ATTACKED BY WOMEN 


Civic and 
Federal 
To 


Labor Leaders Vision 
Amendment As Blow 
Workers’ Safeguards 


A number of outstanding leaders 
in women’s civic and labor organi- 
zations in New York have protested 


strongly igainst the so-called 
“equal rights” amendment to the 
constitution of the United States 
approved by a sub-committee of the 
house of representatives judiciary 
committee and expressed the 
united hope that it would not be 
passed by congress Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Cait, of Henry street 
ettlement, headed the protesting 
group. 

The amendment, sponsored by 
the national woman’s party, pro- 
vides that: 

“Men and women shall have 
equal rights throu ighout the United 
States and every place subject to 
its jum ction Congress — shall 
have power to enforce this article 
by appropriate legislation.” 

Declaring that the proposed 
amendment is “prejudicial to the 
economic interesis of women” and 


gives “comfort to the forces of op- 
pression,” the statement of the pro- 
testing group continued: 

“Supposedly designed to remove 
the civil and legal disabilities of 
women, purpose with which the 
vast majoritv of women are in ac- 
cord, in reality it goes much fur- 
ther than its apparent intention 
and delegates countless thousands 
of women wage earners to long 
hours and low wages 

“A review of the facts shows 
that labor legislation for women 
has not only improved their status 
but that of men in the same in- 
dustries. Shorter hours for women 
in an industry employing both men 


and women mean shorter hours for 
the whole working force, 
level of wages drops when women's 
wages are depressed. This is one

“The officers of the amalgamated 
association of iron, steel and 
workers rejected the organizing 
plan offered by the executive coun- 
cil, and accepted the one proposed 
by the committee for industrial 
organization.

St. Louis Trolley Men 
Win Wage Restoration 


Federal Judge Charles B. Davis 
autnorized Henry W. Kiel, trustee 
in charge of the public service 
company in St. Louis, Mo., to enter 


into a new two-year wage agree- 
ment with the street carmen’s 
union, granting an increase of | 


wages amounting to an average of 
5.78 per cent. 

The union had voted unanimous- 
ly to approve the new wage 
schedule, which returns wages to 
the level fixed in an arbitration 
decision of the state public service 
commission in 1929. 

The increase will amount to 
about 4 cents an hour for motor- 
men, conductors and bus operators 
after 18 months of service. At the 
suggestion of Mr. Kiel, other em- 
ployes of the company not mem- 
bers of the union, such as clerks 
and stenographers, will receive 
proportionate jinereases in wages 
at the discretion of the trustee. 
Shop, track and mechanical em- 
nloyes of the company will receive 
increases in wages up to the level 
of the public service commission 
award. 

The agreement fixes the pay of 
two-man street and bus operators 
at 52 cents an hour for the first 
six months of service, 58 cents an 
hour for the second six months, 64 
cents an hour for the next six 
months and 69 cents an hour there- 
after. For operators of one-man 
cars ind busses the agreement pro- 
vides salaries of 59 cents an hour 
during the first six months, 65 
cents for the second six months, 71
